Response to A rguments 

I.j Applicant's arguments filed 4/6/06 have been fully considered but they are unpersuasive. 
Accordingly, the Examiner maintains the finality of the previous office action, 
j Applicant argues, "Schein is completely silent to at least 'the bundle of content having 
diverse subject matter with all the content related to the geographic terrain." (Pg. 12, Appl. 
Response). Applicant goes on to argue that, unlike the present application, Schein only provides 
information related to a single program and not a full schedule of programming as called for in 

(he claims. However, the Examiner disagrees.

j Schein does, in fact, disclose a system which provides a bundle of content having diverse 
/subject matter with all content related to a specified geographic terrain. The Examiner again 
^directs Applicant's attention to Column 19, Lns. 1-18. Here, Schein makes it clear his system 
) allows the user to receive a full "television guide" related to a specified region, city, state, etc. or, 
in other words, a specified geographic terrain. Schein 's "television guide" is not related to a 

> 

\ single program as argued by Applicant, but rather a full schedule of programming as called for in 
Applicant's claims. Accordingly, the Examiner maintains the previous grounds of rejection 
j discussed in the previous Final Office Action. 

In view of foregoing, the Examiner considers the remainder of Applicant's arguments 

moot.
